Most comforting of all from the farmer's standpoint is 
the abundance of moisture prevalent in the fields. To him that means 
an excellent seed bed and a healthy start of the crops of wheat and 
coarse grains that will be planted in the weeks to come. — It will 
give him hope and courage to face the discouragments which may 
be his, when the grasshoppers, the hot dry winds, and drought, and 
all the other ills which beset the life of the prairie farmer assail him 
and his work with all the fury they are capable of in this ‘fickle 
clime. 


WHEAT AND WAR 


EMEMBERING the experiences of the Allies in the Great War 
of 1914-1918 when one of their major difficulties was the mere 
7 matter of. food vie 4 tthe particularly wheat,, and-observing the mad 
ee emhaste with which this world appears to be heading or another 
shambles of probably greater and more awful proportions, . the 
thought occurs—ought we not now to be preparing for what appears 
to be inevitable ‘and marshall all the great resources of this grea: 
country to produce as much wheat as possibly can be produced’ 
against the evil day? 

In view of events in Europe as they transpire from 
day to day, and not with any mercenary but with the very highest 
patriotic motives, it ought to be the duty of the those charged with | 
responsibility to see that the acreage sown to wheat is increased 
tremendously, even at the risk of it being Jeft on. our hands. 

The farmer must, of course, be protected against. that 
eventuality just as he probably would be prevented, from “making 
a killing” by having a maximum price tagged on to his product in 
the event of war.’ It would seem to us to be the clear duty. of the 
Government now to take the necessary steps to increase the wheat 
acreage.

COD AND CHEESE AU GRATIN 

3 cups Canada Cod 

1% cup grated Canadian cheese 

Y,4 cup buttered bread crumbs 

2 cups hot milk 

8 tab!espoons butter 

8 tablespoons flour 

Seasoning. 

Prepare a white sauce with butter, 
flour, milk and cheese, and season, 
Féace half the cod or any other kind 
of white-fleshed fish may be used in-

Or if you use the dried 
or shredded cod, here’s the way to 
freshen it. The shredded cod can 
be freshened in a few minutes, or use 
the following method of freshening 
dried cod: 
HOW TO FRESHEN DRIED 

SALT FISH 

lst Method: Wash the fish to take 
cff the salt lef, of the surface, . then 
soak in cold water twelve to eighteen 
hours, with the skin on top, 

2nd Method: Shred the fish, wash 
it several times to take off salt left 
on surface, then put it into cold water 
and hea to the boiling point; pour 
off the water, and repeat the opera- 
tion a second time and even a third, 
‘tt necessary, Do not cut dried fish 
ith a steel knife; if a knife is used 
e fish will take on a “steely” taste.

Off, ‘80 as to give the beans a good 
start. It is well known that soya 
beans are really drouth resistant, 


Seeding, cultivation and 
Harvesting 


Seeding should be done as early in 
the spring as possible—-ay soon as 
frosts disappear. Soya beans are more 
frost resistant than cow peas or cron. 
Unless a legume has been grown on 
the land seed the previous year, beans 
should be ‘innoculated with a special 
bacteria culture provided by the gov- 
ernment. Seeding may be done in 
rows, or drilled solid tike wheat or 
oats, It is suggested that they be 
drilled in rows, three feet apart. Hay- 
ing them in rows makes them easy 
to cultivate and keeps down weeds. 

The suggested rate of seeding is 
60 pounds per acre. The farmer seed 
ing on dry land may find that a light- 
er seeding by one third may be best. 
Especially is ‘this true where a small 
amount of ‘moisture is present ,so 
that the plants may have the maxim- 
um available moisture to start, and 
thus be better able to withstand mid- 
summer drouth. 

Harvesting 

I¢ they are to be grown for hay the 
soya bean should be cut about a 
month before ripening, when the pods 
are about half filled out. The hay is 
then. handled and treated like alfalfa, 
or used as ensilage. When grown 
for seed, the beans are left to ripen 
in the field. Cutting is done when the 
Leans are about ripe, after leaves turn 
bfown and fall off, 

They may be then cut with an or- 
cinary binder or reaper, or even a 
combine. . 

It fs suggested as a start that a 
farmer even try a small amount in 
kis garden and endeavor to mature 
some seed, then select the hardiest 
end best for seeding on a !arger acre- 
age next year. 

Threshing ond Storage 

The ordinary grain thresher will 
thresh them with adjustments to pre- 
vent cracking of the bean. 

The proper storage of the bean af- 
ter harvesting is important. To pre- 
vent moulding or heating the beans 
should never be bulked in large quan- 
tities if their moisture content ex- 
ceeds 15 per cent. It can be noted 
that soya beans are seldom if ever 
attacked by weevils or other grain in- 
sects, 

Due to the geographical situation 
of this district, ideal circumstances 
prevail for the growing of the bean. 
Soya Beans have the same range as 
corn, and excellent-corn of mgst var- 
ieties can be matured in this area, so 
that Soya Beans havean equal chance { 

The hay or straw is good for all 
livestock. The beans after the oil is 
extracted makes Soya Flour, macar- 
ont flour, diabetic foods, a base for 
Worcester sauce, and animal concen- 
trate feeds, 

The oil is used industrially in the 
manufacture of soups, soaps, paints, 
enamels, linoleums, plastic woods, rub 
her substitutes and explosives. 

Lack of space in this issue prevents 
a further discussion on the plant, but 
in. future eons, more uses of the 
plant, togethér with the marketing 
rossibilities for the growing of soya 
beans in this district will be. given.
